Is there any justice or honor in 
demanding payment for the muni- 
cipal debt of this city, „dollar for 
dollar?“ 

Let us have a commission to ascer- 
tain what bonds or scrip were ille- 
gally issued, and declare them void, 
and to determine the prices at which 
genuine bonds and scrip were sold, 
in order to“ pay that price, principal 
and interest, and not one cent more.”’

‘The questions are: 

Ist. How much of this debt was 
made legally ?

THE RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF 
GRAND JURIES. 

S. A. Ashe, Esq., has furnished 
us the following communication in 
response to the note addressed by 
us to different members of the bar 
on the above question. The sub- 
ject is of sufficient importance to 
justify its publication even at atime 
when the Convention question is so 
very important: 

The Rights and Duties of Grand Ju- 
ries, 


Atthe last term of the Superior 
Court for Wake county the Grand 
Jury in writing requested the Solici- 
tor to have sworn and sent to their 
room for examination two designated 
witnesses te give evidenceon a charge 
vs. Judge Watts for aspecified offence. 
Judge Watts thereupon directed the 
Grand Jury to attend in the Court 
room and required the Foreman to 
state how the matter got before their 
body for investigation. The Fore- 
man replied that Mr. Turner had 
mentioned the matter to bim and 
had also given him the names of the 
witnesses. Being called on by the 
Court several members of the Bar 
stated their opinion, which was as 
follows: 

That the Grand Jury had no right 
tomakea presentment charging : 
person with an offence unless it was 
within the personal knowledge ofa 
member of the Grand Jury that such 
person had committed the offence. 

It was also said that ifa private cit- 
izen should inform the Grand Jury 
of a crime that had been eomimitted. 
the Jury could not tawfully and 
rightfully ask for witnesses and ex- 
amination into the facts and make s 
presentment. Indeed such conduct 
on the part of acitizen was character- 
ized as reprehensible and styled 
“tampering with the Grand Jury.” 

The rights and duties of our Grand 
Juries are of sufficient importance to 
be familiarly* understood by all citi- 
zens; and if Il shall in the least con- 
tribute to that end, I wiil be repaid 
for the trouble of making this reply 
to your request. 

1, Generally, in America asin Eu— 
gland, ifa person has been arrested 
ona criminal charge and bound over 
by a Committing Magistrate, it is the 
practice forthe Solicitor to send the 
witnesses together with a a % u- 
dictment to the Grand Jury who pass 
upon the bill. 

2. Andifacrime has been com- 
mitted of which the Solicitor has in- 
formation, the perpetrator not hav- 
ing been bound over by a Commit 
ting Magistrate, the Solicitor may 
likewise send the witnesses and a % 
of Indictment to the Grand Jury for 
their action: 

In these eases the Grand Jury 
makes no presentment in the com- 
mon aceceptation of that term, by 
which is meant which a 
Grand Jury takes of an offence and 
instructions to the Solicitor to pre- 
pare a bill of Indietment. 

3. Ifa member ofthe Grand Jury 
has personal knowledge that a cer- 
tain person has committed a particu. 
lar crime, the Grand Jury makes a 
presenbuent of the matter, and then 
it becomes the duty of the Solicitor 
to prepare a of Indictment whieh 
is passed on as in other cases. 

So far there is no difference of opin- 
ion that lam aware of among the 
profession. 

4. Perhapsall will likewise agree 
thatthe Grand Jury may also pre- 
sentany matters they may deem 
prejudicial to the publie interests 
not involving a criminal charge 
against any particular individual. 

In addition, however, the writer 
insists thatthere are two other cases 
where according to law and usage 
in North Carolina Grand Juries may 
make presentment, as follows. 

5. Where the Solicitor having in- 
formation of a crime chooses to 
send the witnesses before the Grand 
Jury withouta billof indictment: 
and 

6. Where the Grand Jury having 
information ofa crime, but the same 
not being in the persoual knowledge 
of a member of that body, have the 
Witnesses called before them and 
make a presentment without the 
intervention or action ef the Solic- 
itor. 

At Wake Court it was said that 
the proper practice was laid down by 
Judge King of Pennsylvania, who 
denies the right of the Grand Jury 
to make pressntinents in these two 
cases, 

It may be remarked that whether 
Judge King’s opinion be the law in 
Penusylvania or not, the powers and 
duties of Grand Juries in Worth 
Carolina are not controlled by it. 

Nor are we to follow blindly Eng- 
lish procedents and decisions in 
these matters— for each State hasa 
practice to itself—the growth of time 
und circumstance. 

Indeed a recent and very learned 
American writer—BLishops on Crimi- 
nal Procedure, section 733. says with 
reference to the course of proceedings 
by Grand Juries, There appears to 
be no two ofthese States in which 
the usage is precisely alike ”’ 

It seems however that our practice 
as stated above is similar to the New 
York usage: for the commission ap- 
pointed to prepare the New York 
Criminal Code page 117, says “The 
powers and duties of the Grand Jury 
being in this respect wholly unde- 
fined, the practical result has been 
that private information conveyed to 
a Grand Juror * * * has led to nwin- 
berless prosecutions * 

The Statute law in New York 
makes its the duty of the Grand 
Jury to enquire into all offences com- 
mitted in the county: and if the 
accused has been bound over by a 
magistrate,to tind abill of indictment 
—and inall other cases to make a 
presentment, The foreman swears 
the witnesses. The Grand Jury may 
ask the advice of the court or of the 
District Attorney, but unless their 
advice is asked, neither of these o! 
cers can be present during the ses- 
sion of the Grand Jury. 

In Missouri, it was decided that if 
the Grand Jury did not have the 
powers here claimed for them “they 
would bestripped of their greatest 
utility: that in the exercise of their 
duties they may cause such persons 
tocome before them as they may 
believe most likely to have a know- 
ledge of any violation of the law.“ 

In Wharton’s Criminal Law there 
are authorities cited to the same ef- 
fect. 

So the usage and practice in North 
Carolina does not stand alone. 

Those gentiemen who deny the 
lawfulness of this usage—or that 
such a practice exists, are not adver- 


tent to theact of 1797, where it is en- 
acted: 

That when any presentment shall 
be made by the Grand Jury of any 
offence upon the testimony Of a wil- 
ness called upon by the Grand Jury 
to yive testimony the name of such 
witness shall be endorsed on the 
presentment. 

The object of the enactment was 
perhaps to preserve the information 


whatever was the purpose, the terms 
of the act clearly establish that the 
usage was for the Grand Jury to wake 
presentinents on the evidence of wit- 
nesses Called upon by the Grand Jury 
for that purpose. 

In State vs. Cain, Judge Hall says 
“It is the province of theCirand Jury 
to make presentments from the les- 
timony ofany witness who may give 
evidence before them.“ Such witness- 
es should be sworn in Court and sent 
by the Court, but it is not intimated 
that the Solicitor has anything to do 
with them. 

State vs. Cox, C. W. R. 410 is an- 
other case in which the Jury made 
presentments on the evidence of wit- 
hesses, 

It is to be regretted that the 
charges delivered by our eminent 
Judges haye not ordinarily been pre 
served. In one before us delivered 
by Judge Iredell in 1798S, he said 
„vou certainly are not confined to 
»rosecutions commenced by the At“ 
torney of the United States, or to 
such evidence as he may lay before 
you; but if you are possessed of „n- 
formation of which heis not, it will 
be safest to consult with him and 
avail yourself of his legal assistance.”’ 
lere this distinguished Jurist cer- 
tainly meant thatthe Jury could base 
their proceedings on information, 
(not contined to knowledge) without 
the action of the Solicitor if they 
choose so to do. 

And why not? Is there greater 
hardships to the person accused of 
crime, to be accused on the oath ofa 
Witness than on the statement of a 
Grand Juror’ Ordoes it work an 
injustice to one so accused to have 
the investigation begun on the in- 
formation and instance ofa Solici- 
tor? What difference can it make 
tothe accused that a Grand Juror 
rather than a Solicitor shall say a 
crime has been committed and that 
certain persons are the witnesses ’ 

The only difference can be, that if 
the Grand Jury cannot proceed in 
the investigation on their own ase- 
cord, then the Solicitor, if corrupt or 
negligent, can shield the perpetrator 
from prosecution, unless some pri- 
vate person Will make oath beforea 
Committing Magistrate and have the 
accused bound over to Court. 

This would open a loop-hole fora 
criminal to escape: it would provide 
the means ofstiflingan investigation. 
The Grand Jury, with information of 
that an offence has been committed, 
cannot make inquiry as to the facts! 
What then becomes of their oath 
“that they shall diligently enquire and 
irue presentment make,’ when they 
are given in charge the entire crimi- 
nal law of the State? 

Can it be that the Grand Jury is to 
diligentiy enquire into only those 
cases that the Solicitor chooses? then, 
if the oflice of Solicitor be vacant or 
abolished, no officers can be preseit- 
ed, except such as sre committed in 
the presence of a number of the 
Jury. 

Again, suppose a man should pro- 
claim publicly with some show of 
reason tiiat ina certain matter he 
had bribed the Solicitor, and the 
community should give the declare 
tion credence, the Grand Jury eould 
not inquire into the facts unless the 
Solicitor should take the initiative! 
This isan absurdity. 

I think then, I have shown that 
our usage, as il eXists, is founded on 
legislative enactment, is sustained ly 
the decision of the Supreme Court 
and by able jurists, — is based on 
reason, and that it would lead to an 
absurdity if the Grand Jury could 
not exercise the right contended for,

NEW YORK TRIBUNE ON ‘THLE 

CONVENTION. 

We quote without apvlogy for its 
length the following article from 
the New York Tribune upon the 
proposition to change the Constitu- 
tion of North Carolina. It will 
serve to show what a calm, dispas- 
sionate spectator of the contest, with- 
out partisan feeling in the issue, 
himself a member of the Republi- 
ean party, thinks not only of the 
present but of the past. 

It is gratifying to the Conserva- 
tive party of North Carolina to find 
itself endorsed by the liberal senti- 
ment of the North, and that precise- 
ly the same arguments and objee— 
tions, both as to the origin and in- 
ception of the present Constitution, 
and its practical workings present 
themselves to this spectator who 
stands elevated above all personal 
and party influences and prejudices. 

Let our Republican friends read 
the judgment of one who though 
hostile to the administration, is Re- 
publican in everything else. 

We quote without abreviation ; 


Constitutional Amendment in North 
Carolina. 


The people of North Carolina, fol- 
lowing the example of Arkansas, 
Virginia, and other Southern States, 
have set about the work of remodel- 
ing the Constitution given to them 
during the Reconstruction period, 
and the adoption of which was made 
a condition precedent to the rehabili- 
tation of their Statein the Union, 
If this work is done in the proper 
spirit, as it has been in the other 
States we have named, it cannot be 
open to any reasonable objection. 
The imperfections of many of these 
Reconstruction Constitutions were 
pointed out by the Thune at the 
time of their adoption, and haye 
since been generally acknowledged. 
They could hardly have been other- 
wise than imperfect. The authors 
were toooften deficient alike in theo- 
reticn! knowledge, observation, and 
practice of the science of govern- 
ment; loyalty to the Union and ac- 
ceptance of the results of the civil 
war were their only qualifications 
for office. Many of them were newly 
emancipated, illiterate, and mastered 
by a prejudice against a large portion 
of their fellow-citizens, whieh was 
natural indeed, but none the less de- 
plorable on that account. Others 
were intelligentand to some extent 
educated, but new citizens of the 


States whose organie law they were 
tofframe; and others again were mere 
adventurers who having acquired 
their seats by pandering to the pro- 
judices of the lowest class of voters 
and manipulating primary meetings 
in their own interest, directed all 
their energies to the perpetuation of 
their own power and the opening of 


forthe benefit of the solicitor; but. 


State treasuries for their own dis- 
honest purposes. Nor did the better 
class of citizens have an opportunity 
of saying Wheter they would accept 
the instrument thus fashioned. Asa 
measure of protection to the freedmen 
it had been thought best to exclude 
fora time a large proportien of the 
people ofthe South from the exercise 
of the right of suffrage. Not one 
tenth of those who voted at the Con- 
stitutional elections could so much as 
rend the ballots placed in their hands, 
andthe number who could under- 
stand the plainest proposition of law 
was quite assmall, Thousands vot- 
ed for the adoption a new Constitu- 
tien merely because it secured to 
them their freedom, and others be- 
cause its adoption seemed to offer the 
eosiest Way*of escape from military 
government. No wonder that laws 
thus framed should be ernde in con- 
ception and execution, abound in ab- 
surdites of legislation, and prove ut- 
terly unsuited to the people to whose 
benefit they should have inured, 

One of the most faulty of these Re- 
eonstruction Constitutions is that un- 
der which the people of North Caro- 
lina have lived for eight years, and 
which it is now proposed to amend, 
A recent address of the Democratic 
Central Committee of the State thus 
describes some of the characteristics 
of this instrument and its practical 
working: 

Its provisions are so loosely wer — 
ed and so badly arranged as to con- 
stitute buta medly of inconsistencies 
that deties the successful construction 
of the eourts; in fact, to reconcile the 
diiticulties arising from its practical 
workings, the court has in some ine 
tan ges been driven to supply omis- 
sions, and in others to introduce a 
new principle, hitherto unknown in 
the juridical history of our State, dis- 
tinguished as “judicial legislation,“ 
an innoyation antisrepublican in 
character and invasive of the rights 
and duties of a separate departmen’, 
Its provisions are an obscure that 
within the brief space Of its existence 
many more decisions on constitu- 
tional questions have been demand- 
ed than in the entire previous history 
of the State—and of late we have wit- 
nessed the extraordinary spectacle of 
two setsof Judgesin both the [ld and 
Vitith Judicial Districts, contending 
for the same position, one of which, 
claiming to hold by an appointment 
from the Governor for a period of ten 
years, an office that the Constitution 
seems to say is to be filled by the peo- 
ple at the polis, and whose terms is 
expressed to be only eight years. In 
man counties there is a practical 
denial of justice, the courts are inade- 
quate to the public demands, and thus 
they are driven to resort to special 
terms, which are expensive and un- 
sutisfatciory, and persons accused of 
criminal offenses are often confined 
for months without trial. 

The address which we have quoted 
also urges the necessity of a less ex- 
pensive judiciary system, the aboli- 
tion of useless offices, a return to the 
old practice ofa rotation of judges, 
and the disfranchisement of persons 
convicted of infamous crimes; and 


weare gladtoadd the people are, 


called upon to eleet to the Constitu- 
tional Convention ‘‘men of enlarged 
and practical statesmanship, spot- 
less Integrity, representatives of all 
classes of society, and whose posi- 
tions will entitle their labors to con- 
dence and support. Phe subjects 
here suggested for consideration by 
the Convention surely may be dis 
cussed and aeted upon without 
giving rise to any well-grounded 
fear thatthe rights ofthe colered 
man are in danger, but this 
ery has already been raised by 
a partisan press in North Cur- 
Olina, and we may expect soon to 
hear it come from Washington, The 
Legislature, however, in calling the 
Convention, was wise enough to im- 
pose Certain restrictions Upon its ace 
tion Which forestall such partisan 
clamor, ‘These restrictions amply 
secure personal liberty; enen dele- 
yate before ‘he shall be permitted to 
sit in said Convention shall swear to 
observe these ‘restrietions;’’’ and 
Judge Jamison and other high au- 
thorities on the powers of Constitu- 
tional Conventions have clearly held 
that Conventions are bound to ob- 
serve the restrictions imposed by a 
Legislature in the act calling such 
Conventions, We repeat, therefore, 
that in view of the necessity for 
changes in. the fundamental law of 
the State, the declaration of the people, 
expressed by a two-thirds majority 
of their chosen representatives in fa- 
vor of amendments by Convention, 
and the restrictions imposed by the 
Legislature as the topics to be con- 
sidered, it would seem that the at- 
tempt of North Carolina to improve 
her Constitution should be allowed 
to pass without further imputations 
of evil intent. Itis to be hoped, and 
there is reason to believe, that the 
members of the Convention to be 
elected next month shall be such as 
are called for by the Democratic 
Committee; if so, there will be little 
cause to fear that the changes which 
niay be made willgive any class of 
citizens cause for complaint.

ROOMS OF TIE DEMOCRATIC CON- 
SERVATIVE CENT’L EX. 
RALEIGH, June Ist. 75. 
10 the People of North Carolina : 

The General Assembly at its re 
ent session called a Convention of 
the people to meet at Raleigh on the 
ith day of September next, for the 
purpose of suggesting such altera- 
tions in our organic law as may be 
deemed wise and expedient. 

NECESSITY FOR CHANGE. 

The necessity for changing many 
of the provisions of the existing Con- 
stitution is generally admitted, and is 
too apparent to require extended ar- 
eument. It is true that some of our 
prominent men at one time opposed 
the call fora convention; but their 
action was based on prudential con- 
sideration, and not on an indisposi- 
tion to have the Constitution 
thoroughly revised. They feared that 
our purpose in seeking to reform: our 
Fundamental Law, might be mis- 
construed by the violent and ill- 
informed men then controlling Con- 
gress, and the prosperity of our peo- 
ple checked, and the peace of the 
State jeopardized by some barsh and. 
unconstitutéonal action on the part 
of the United States authorities. 
That fear no longer exists. We now 
have every assurance that the 
Constitution of the Uaited States will 
be observed by the officers of the 
Government, and feel asatistaction in 
announeing to youthat the time has 
at last arrived when the oifieials at 
Washington City concede that the 
pecple of North Carolina have the 
same right to manage their lacan! 
concerns Which the citizens of other 
States enjoy. Weean proceed with- 
out apprehension to perfect our Con- 
stitution and remodel it in the 
interests of our people. 

WHE CONSTITUTION, THE CREATURE 
OF MILITARY LAW. 


This Constitution, the creature of 
Military dictation, was born in the 
throes of a Military reconstrue- 
tion. Its anthors - were mainly 
Sejiolists and adventurers, who had 
lived among us without preferment, 
or possessed of qualifictions entitling 
them toit: others Were our recent 
slaves, who had known no law save 
the will of their masters, and others 
“ill were earpet-baggers, beth black 
and white—ahen in feeling and 
Radient in education—who sought 
positions here that were denied them 
where known—to despoil and hu 
miliate us. And when their work 
was submitted to the people at the 
polls, thousands of our best citizens 
were deprived of the right of voting 
upon it, and over eighty thousand 
ivnoraut negroes were given the bal- 


lol to secure its adoption. It is no 
exaggeration to say that not one 


person in ten who voted for it could 
rend the instrument, and not one in 
fifty hind read it or was even moder- 
ately fainiliar With its provisions, 
nod max gave it their support 
beleiving it would be merely tempo— 
rary, aud to escape further agitation 
and revolution. It is natural there- 
fore that a Constitution thus formed 
and adopted should be found unsuit- 
edto our condition, and that we 
should embrace the earliest opportu- 
nity consistent with reason and pru- 
denee to secure such changes as time 
and eXperience ‘have shown to be 
necessary. Our organic law shouid 
be expressed in ianguage clear, Sin- 
ple and perspicuous, so that nothing 
mav be left to Infereuce cr construc- 
tion: our rights, so precisely defined 
us to be com prehe nied by ali men of 
ordinary intelligence; and each de- 
partinent of the governinent should 
be so restricted, that while lett free to 
discharge its appropriate duties, it 
Cannot oy unwarranted enecroaci- 
ments embarrass the proper action of 
the others, 

THE CONS!TIUTION Tu OUR CON] 

That the Constitution containssome wood 
provisions Do one denies; it would be sine 
eniar if itd d not, tutitsabominablechar- 
acteristics were So test that not a 
gie Conservative tmermber of tie Conven- 
Lion that passed it could be induced toallix 
his signature to it, as a fil instrument to be 
submitted to the people. Indeed its provi- 
sions are so [ooseiy worded ud so badly 
arrange: aus io conustiiute buat a med! y of 
inconsistencies th.t defies the successful 
eonstraction of the couris; in fact, te: re- 
cone te thedimeuit es arising its 
tics! workings, Lhe court has in some in- 
stances been driven to supply Omissions, 
and in others to introduce a new priuctpie. 
h thertonnkrown in the jucdiciai history 
of our State, distineuished as “judicial leg- 
islation,”’” an innovation anii-republican 
in character and invasive of therightsand 
duties of « seperate department. Its roe 
vi ions are so obscnie that within thebrief 
space of its exisience many more decisions 
oa constifutional questions nave been de- 
manded than inthe entire previous histo- 
ry of the State—and of late we have wit- 
nessed the extraordinary spectacte of two 
sets o judges in both thesecond and eighth 
Judiciai Districts, contending for the suine 
pos tion, one of which clsiming to hold by 
un appotutment irom the Governor tora 
period of ten years,an ice tha’ the Con- 
stitution seems to say is to be fied by the 
peopie at the polis, and whore term is ex- 
pressed to be only eight years, 

In jiany counties, there is a practical de- 
nial of justice, the cuts are inadeqrate 
tothe public demands, and thus they are 
driven to resort to special terms, whichare 
expensive and unsatisfactory, and persons 
accused of criminal offenses ere often con- 
fined for months without trial, Wenecda 
speedier justice anda less expensive judi- 
clary system, We should abolish every 
useless office, which is now filicd bya meie 
consumer; for by a rigid and prudent 
economy inour publie as well us private 
atfairs, can we hope to re-tore the Siate to 
prosperity. It is believed thatthe laws will 
oe more tinpartially administered by a re- 
turn to Lie old practice of a rotation of the 
Judges. 


AMENDMENTS TO CRIMINAL LAW NEC 


MSSARY, 

It is als hope lthat a greater incentive 
to honesty anda purification of tile ballot 
box might result tromaepriving those who 
“ure convieted of infamous crimes of the 
elective iranchise. 

The uo atter of the Penitentiary whieh al- 
renuy contains more than six hundred 
abie- sodied men, alsodemmands careful and 
practical attention, to remove some 
measure that Du den from our stoulders, 
Mostoft our private legisiation shouid be 
excluded from tne General Assembiy. 
However, our ‘imited spree does not per- 
eit us tecatalo ue the numerous de‘ects 
and imperfeetious of the present constitu. 
tion toenumernte the remedies to be ol- 


fered, 

There should be some general ordinance 
adoptec in relation lo private enactments, 
thereby reducing the expenses ol the iage 
ine ture, and in order to prevent hasty aud 
weronsiderate legislation that no new tna - 
tn S be brought forward within duys of 

@iradjourving,. 

CAREFUL SELACTION OF DELFOUATES, 

As tothe specific changes that onght to 
be mind, tlhese are to be considered by the 
Clizens ofthe various counties, whoshouild 
be careful toselect as delegates those who 
will — 2 reflect their wishes. Men of 
enlarged and practical statesmanship, 
spotless integrity, representatives of ail 
ciasses Of society, and whose positions 
them will entitle them their 
labors to confidence and support — 
and in their handsthey certainly ean more 
safely contide their rights than in the Con- 
vention of ists. 

METHODS OF CHANGE, 


Of the two methods prescribed for chang- 
ing the Constitution, that by legisiative 
enactment is expensive, uncertain and 
dangerous; the several amendments re- 
cenily submitted to and ratified by the peo- 
ple ercouncered the greatest dieulties in 
their passage, and even after the will of 
tne people was declared in their favor by 
over 10.009 majotityv, serious apprehensions 
were entertained asto wihetner they were 
properly adopted; asain, legislators when 
possessed of qualifications for such daties, 
are encutinbered with numerous matters, 
and cannot bring that attention to each 
provision presented for consideration, 
without meeting sach criticisms as may 
imperil thetr labors, 

The Convention method is speedy and 
economical, the body is composed only of 
the same number of members as comprise 
the House of Kepresentatives, and their 


— 


minds are directed alone to constitational 
reforms and their work may be completed 
and ratified, if necessary, im ix months, 
Asx toexpenses that may be incurred, it is 
believed they will b+ more than detrayed 
in Ashort tine by the reforms tuat will be 
Inaugurated, 

fhe restrictions imposed by the Levislas 
ture, fully and ampiy seeure the Home- 
tel, Mechanics Lien, Rights of married 
woren, and Personal Liberty, and should 
quiet Lhe tears of the most timid, for they 
ure recognized as of binding efficacy and 
are chiefly enjoyed by he friends of Con- 
stitutiona!l Reform. Indeed they were in- 
corporated in ile bill mainly to remove 
Partizan clamor,and anticipate scrupulous 
agitation. Shey are not the property of a 

ere party, but bad their origin tn the ne- 
cessitie-zot civiiized society and were found 
among tie statuies of varicus States pre- 
Viovos tothe war,
